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Michelle Obama's 
first impressions 

Gate-crashers aside, life at the White House suits her just fine

First lady Michelle Obama said Wednesday she is pleased with 
her first year in the White House, thinks she’s been effective 
and regards the much-publicized state dinner gate-crashers as 
nothing more than a “footnote,” 

Meeting with a small group of reporters, Obama said she’s 
proudest that her daughters are “sane” and still the girls they 
always were. She said she hoped she could say the same thing 
about Malia, ii, and Sasha, 8, three years hence. 

The first lady said she breathed a sigh of relief last March when 
the girls seemed to be adjusting to their new home and school, 
Obama also said she tries to stay grounded by thinking of 
herself more as “Michelle” than as “first lady” She described 
using friends as sounding boards and asking them: “Do you still 
recognize me? Do you still feel like I’m Michelle, or are you 
tripping?” 

Obama said she felt she has been an effective first lady, men- 
tioning trips to 14 states, eight countries and six military bases 
and hosting 200 -plus events at the White House, 

Asked if she’d have any redos— an episode, an event or an 
outfit— she said should would not. 

Not even the gate-crashers? “The state dinner was an out- 
standing success,” she said, adding, “That other stuff is a foot- 
note,” The Nov 24 dinner, the Obamas’ first such gala, saluted 
the prime minister of India, 

Among her most memorable moments were watching her chil- 
dren meet Pope Benedict XVI, having tea with Great Britain’s 
Queen Elizabeth II and visiting a slave-trading site in Ghana, 
“That is so much the blessing of this job,” she said, “We can 
see the world with our children and my mother,” Obama also 
said she’s pleased that her mother, Marian Robinson, has set- 
tled in the White House because, in some ways, the girls’ grand- 
mother would have preferred to stay in her Chicago home, 
Obama said plans to visit Chicago regularly have not been real- 
ized because the girls’ schedule of weekend basketball and soccer 
games and ballet recitals, plus sleep-overs and birthday parties. 
What does she miss most? Her old routine, dropping the 
girls off at school and doing errands. 

Don’t expect the Obamas to hit the Windy City this month, 
though, “It’s winter, and we’re not going in January,” Obama 
said, “January’s out,” 

But she did allow that dinner out is on tap Sunday, to cel- 
ebrate her 46 th birthday

Are we creeping closer to catastrophe or is a self- 
induced apocalypse less imminent? 

The world will find out at 9 a,m, Thursday when 
the Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists plans to move 
the fateful minute hand of its Doomsday Clock, 
which conveys the direness of nuclear, climatologi- 
cal and technological threats. 

The symbolic time change will occur in New 
York but can be viewed online for the first time. 
Also at the group’s Web site, the public can submit 
questions about nuclear proliferation and other 
global threats to a panel of experts. 

The Bulletin, founded in 1945 by University of 
Chicago scientists who helped develop the first 
atomic weapons in the Manhattan Project, cre- 
ated the clock in 1947, Midnight represents global 
annihilation, with the minute hand moving away 
from or closer to “doomsday” based on the state 
of international affairs. 

It’s currently set at five minutes to midnight. 
The last time change was in 2007, when the 
scientists moved the hand two minutes closer to 
destruction, reflecting greater alarm over global 
warming, genetic engineering and other possible 
threats to humanity. Before that, the time was 
based solely on nuclear risks. 

While the imagery might be simple, the scien- 
tists take the decision to shift the minute hand 
very seriously and often call upon the aid of out- 
side experts; the time has been changed on only 18 
occasions, said Kennette Benedict, the Bulletin’s 
executive director. 

She offered no clues whether this shift will 
reflect good news or bad, saying only that these 
types of risks are critical to monitor, 

“Even though nuclear threats seem very 
removed from our daily lives, the consequences 
are so destructive,” she said,

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti The tiny bodies of 
children lay in piles next to the ruins of their 
collapsed school. People with faces covered 
by white dust and the blood of open wounds 
roamed the streets. Frantic doctors wrapped 
heads and stitched up sliced limbs in a hotel 
parking lot. 

The poorest country in the Western 
Hemisphere, still struggling to recover from 
the relentless strikes of four catastrophic 
storms in 2008, was a picture of heartbreaking 
devastation Wednesday after a magnitude 7.0 
earthquake. 

There was no reliable count, but officials 
feared thousands, maybe tens of thousands, 
had died in the quake. Some Haitian lead- 
ers suggested the figure could be higher than 
100,000. 

Tuesday’s quake left a landscape of collapsed 
buildings— hospitals, schools, churches, ram- 
shackle homes, even the gleaming national pal- 
ace— the rubble sending up a white cloud that 
shrouded the entire capital. 

President Obama dispatched troops and an 
air and sea flotilla to speed earthquake relief to 
Haiti on Wednesday, and governments from 
China to Venezuela rushed to help with aid 
and rescue workers, as well. Obama said the 
world’s help was critical to deal with a “cruel 
and incomprehensible” tragedy 

On Wednesday, ambulances weaved in and 
out of crowds, swerving to miss the bodies 
lying in street and the men on foot who lugged 
stretchers bearing some of the injured. 

Shocked survivors wandered about in a daze. 


HAITI’S TRAGIC HISTORY 

The list of catastrophes in Haiti is mind- 
numbing: This week’s devastating 
earthquake. Four tropical storms or 
hurricanes that killed about 800 people 
in 2008. Killer storms in 2005 and 2004. 
Floods in 2007, 2006, 2003 (twice) and 
2002. And that’s just the 21st Century run- 
down. For this to be the deadliest quake on 
record, the death toll will have to top the 
2004 Asian tsunami that killed more than 
227,000 and a 1976 earthquake in China 
that killed 255,000, according to the U.S. 
Geological Survey, ap 



some wailing the names of loved ones, praying or 
calling for help. Others with injuries fast grow- 
ing into infections sat by the roadside, waiting 
for doctors who were not sure to come. 

Search-and-rescue helicopters buzzed over 
the bodies of partially clothed victims who lay 
face-down in mounds of rubble and twisted 
steel. 

Everywhere, there were panic, urgency, pleas 
for help. 

Several thousand Haitian police and inter- 
national peacekeepers poured into the streets 
Wednesday to clear debris, direct traffic and 
maintain security But there was only so much 
they could do: Looters prowled through shops, 
then blended into crowds of desperate refugees 
lugging salvaged possessions. The main prison 
in the capital fell, and there were reports of 
escaped inmates, U.N. humanitarian spokes- 
woman Elisabeth Byrs said in Geneva.

As news of the post-earthquake devastation 
in Haiti continues to pour in, relief agencies 
are sounding a call for help using text mes- 
sages. Haitian-born musician Wyclef Jean 
hit social media sites Wednesday asking for 
donations to his charity, Yele Haiti. Wyclef, 
one of many celebrities to appeal for aid 
to Haiti, used the site to ask users to text 


“Yele” to 50 150 1 to make a $5 donation to the 
Yele Haiti Earthquake Eund. The amount is 
charged to the phone’s bill. Meanwhile, the 
American Red Cross set up a donation sys- 
tem where users can text “Haiti to 90999” to 
make a $10 donation. 

Chicagoans told RedEye on Wednesday 
that the ability to text in donations could 
only help the relief efforts. 

“I think any means to get that out there 


and make it available and easy to donate is 
a good idea,” said Matt Hahn, 36, of Lincoln 
Square. Hahn said he had never donated via 
text before, though he had used Eacebook to 
give to charity in the past. 

“Why not?” said Habacuc Oviedo, 34, of 
Edgewater. “Because of what happened there, 
they need the support.” 

Despite an outpouring of support, the EBI

The magnitude 7.0 earthquake that 
devastated Haiti happened in a region 
where two tectonic plates meet. The 
sheering and grinding of these plates 
below the island of Hispaniola, which 
Haiti shares with the Dominican 
Republic, can trigger earthquakes. It’s 
estimated that 3 million people were 
affected by Tuesday’s quake.

Families in Chicaao 
await word from Haiti

At home in Chicago’s Chatham neighborhood, 
Marie Auguste and her family have been crying 
nonstop since a relative in Florida told them he 
heard they had lost four loved ones in a matter of 
moments in the earthquake that devastated Haiti. 

“Everybody is going through hell right now,” 
said her son, Darryl. 

While the family’s tragedy was relayed through 
a rare phone connection to the island, most other 
Chicagoans who hail from Haiti or have devoted 
their lives to helping the needy nation were endur- 
ing a different sort of hell Wednesday, as a series of 
telephone calls and e-mails was met with silence. 

The earthquake may have triggered a mas- 
sive, 2ist Century relief effort, but the reality for 
Chicagoans often was frustration over a lack of 
information on loved ones. 

“No one knows what daylight will bring,” 
Willem and Beth Charles, leaders of a Chicago 
Medical Mission, wrote from Haiti on their blog 
at 3 a.m. Wednesday 

John Sweeney, director of international pro- 
grams for Children’s Place Association, quickly 
answered his ringing cell phone Wednesday only 
to hear a few faint words of Creole. The phone line 
got scratchy Then it went dead. Twenty-four hours 
after the quake hit, he still had no word about his

“We’ve tried cell phones, Skype, text messages, 
e-mails. Nothing,” Sweeney said. 

Marie Auguste, who moved to Chicago in 1979, 
said she heard her family’s tragic news from her 
brother in Florida, who was able to reach a friend 
in Haiti with a satellite phone. The friend told 
the family that the bodies of their cousin and his 
twin 9 -year-old boys had been found by a neighbor 
under the rubble of their home. An aunt who lives 
nearby also was crushed, the friend said.

If ever there were 
job security for life, 
filling potholes on 
Chicago streets 
would seem to be a 
top contender. 

But city transpor- 
tation officials cre- 
ated the impression 
Wednesday that 
pothole-patching crews have been virtu- 
ally idle this winter, Thomas Powers, acting 
commissioner at the Chicago Department 
of Transportation, cited two contributing 
factors. 

An extended deep freeze has resulted in 
fewer freeze-thaw cycles and, therefore, 
less of an opportunity for snow and water to 
seep into cracks in roadways and blow apart 
pavement when the moisture turns to ice. 
In addition, the city resurfaced about 
31 miles of arterial streets last year using 
$35 million from the federal government’s 
economic stimulus program. 

The new street surface has proved more 
resistant to pothole damage, officials said. 
In addition, the city paid for the resurfacing 
of 400 blocks of residential streets. 

Any motorist will tell you there are still 
too many opportunities on Chicago’s 
3,800 miles of streets to drive into bone- 
rattling, tire-popping, suspension-wrecking 
potholes. 

And it will only get worse as tempera-

tures alternate between the meat locker and 
defrost mode.

Daley tosses up parking meter grace period

Drivers would get one five-minute parking 
meter grace period per year under a measure 
Mayor Daley introduced Wednesday 
If the City Council approves, drivers 
would be able to successfully fight one ticket 
per year if it’s issued within five minutes of 
the meter or pay ticket running out, 

Daley administration officials said City 
Hall always has instructed employees issu- 
ing parking tickets not to cite cars when the 


meter has just expired, 

“This codifies it, it’s a valid defense and we 
win withdraw {the ticket},” said Bea Reyna- 
Hickey, Commissioner of the Department 
of Revenue, at a news conference with the 
mayor after today’s City Council meeting, 
“%u’re avoiding a $50 ticket, so I think 
that’s a very big break,” she said, 

Daley said it’s a way to “sensitize those 
issuing tickets” about the five-minute policy 
“If they’re standing there that’s what we’re 


asking them to do, if somebody’s running to 
the car, running out of a store, use discre- 
tion,” Daley said. 

The proposal comes after a year in which 
Daley leased the parking meter system to a 
private company for 75 years in return for a 
one-time windfall he’s dipping into to bal- 
ance his budget. The lease resulted in major 
rate increases last year and this year and a 
public backlash against the mayor and aider- 
men who approved it.

Financial execs 
answer for crisis 


WASHINGTON Wall Street executives said 
Wednesday they underestimated the severity 
of the 2008 financial crisis and apologized for 
risky behavior and poor decisions. They also 
defended their bonus and compensation prac- 
tices to a skeptical commission investigating 
what caused the collapse. 

Americans are furious and “have a right to be” 
about the hefty bonuses banks paid out after 
getting billions of dollars in federal help, the 
commission’s chairman told chief executives of 
four major banks, all survivors of the deepest 
and longest recession since the Depression. 

As the hearings opened before the Financial 
Crisis Inquiry Commission, chairman Phil 


Angelides pledged “a full and fair inquiry 
into what brought our financial system to its 
knees.” 

The panel began its yearlong inquiry amid ris- 
ing public fury over bailouts and bankers’ pay 

“Over the course of the crisis, we as an 
industry caused a lot of damage,” said Brian 
Moynihan, chief executive and president of 
Bank of America. 

Jamie Dimon, chief executive of JPMorgan 
Chase & Co., said most of his employees took 
“significant cuts in compensation” in 2008. He 
said his company would continue to pay people 
in a “responsible and disciplined manner” to 
attract and retain top talent.

Fan test nears, but things will look 
different with several players gone 

Cubs fans never seem to be short of optimism. They 
might need a lot of it this season. This weekend's an- 
nual Cubs Convention is all about positive thinking, 
focusing on the possibilities of the coming season, in- 
stead of dwelling on the failures of last season. But the 
reality is, the Cubs have almost the same core as they 
did in 2009, when they finished 7 1/2 games behind St. 
Louis in the NL Central and missed the playoffs. The 
Cardinals didn’t get any worse, while the Cubs lost 
more than they gained, at least in raw numbers. At least 
the financial fiascoes of last offseason— Bradley, Aaron 
Miles, Kevin Gregg and Aaron Heilman— have been 
replaced. The question is whether it’s for the better. 
Here’s a recap of the comings and goings this winter.

McGwire, who confessed 
Monday to using steroids, 
never has garnered more than 
a quarter of the votes from the 
Baseball Writers Association of McGwire 
America.

“I feel badly for him,” Piniella said. “It was difficult doing 
what he did. It was probably something that needed 
to be done. America forgives and forgets. I don’t think 
there is anybody out there who hasn’t done something 
that they don’t feel sorry for.” 

» Wrig ley football clears hurdle: Wrigley Field, as it 
turns out, can still accommodate a football field. That’s 
good news for Northwestern’s quest to host a game 
there. 

It would be a tight squeeze, given the fact that the Cubs 
have added dozens of seats near the dugouts and 
bullpens since 1970, when the Bears last called Wrigley 
home. 

But with the safety issue resolved, both NU athletics 
director Jim Phillips and Cubs president Crane Kenney 
are working toward making the game a reality, 
according to sources. 

» Reed still In the mix: Don’t throw away your “With 
Reed We Will Succeed” T-shirt Just yet, Ted Lilly. 

The Cubs still are interested in re-signing popular 
outfielder Reed Johnson, whom Lilly campaigned for 
last September by wearing the aforementioned T-shirt. 

A fourth outfielder is the priority right now, and the Cubs 
are looking for a right-handed hitter to platoon with 
Kosuke Fukudome. Johnson and Xavier Nady both fit 
the bill, and both of their price tags figure to shrink as 
spring training nears. 

“Reed is in the mix,” assistant general manager Randy 
Bush said Wednesday at the Cubs Caravan kickoff 
luncheon at Harry Caray’s restaurant. “Reed is doing 
what he should do and seeing what else is out there 
Reed’s main thing is playing time. Reed wants to play. 
You can’t fault a guy for that.” 



Kane’s reign 

After the tumultuous 
offseason 21-year-old 
Patrick Kane suffered 
through — and the 
parade of subsequent 
bad taxi jokes — no one 
really knew how he’d 
respond this season. 

But Kane has 
managed to put 
Cabbiegate behind 
him and seems 
even more focused. 

Perhaps he was for- 
tunate to face what 
might be the biggest 
off-ice obstacle of his 
career at the same time most people his age 
are doing even dumber things in college, 

I don’t think even the most optimistic fans 
envisioned Kane putting together this type of 
season, though. 

He is leading the Hawks in goals and 
points— the type of output expected of him 
when he was drafted No, i overall in 2007, The 
way he’s been playing, he’s forcing himself into 
MVP consideration. 

Any day now he’ll surpass his rookie season 
goal total of 21, with an outside shot at netting 
40 this year, while establishing career highs 
in almost every stat. He’s cemented himself 
along with Alexander Ovechkin and Sidney 
Crosby as one of the faces of hockey for the 
next decade. 

Last year, Kane didn’t show much improve- 
ment over his rookie-of-the-year season 
and would seem to disappear on the ice for 
stretches of time. This year he has made his 
presence known, developing into an elite all- 
around playmaker and starting 2010 in the 
midst of an ii-game point streak. Not bad for 
a guy the size of a sports columnist. 

The only drawback to his MVP campaign 
this season might be that the Hawks are 
somehow too good, with so many other play- 
ers contributing. That’s partly his fault. His 
play makes his teammates better. 

It’s clear Kane has been forgiven and 
embraced, emerging as Chicago’s favorite ath- 
lete in a fickle city, I can’t think of a time when 
a Blackhawks player has staked claim to that 
title, if ever. Hail Kane!

Their eats: If dining in small, intimate spaces 
makes you twitch and squirm, you 
have nothing to worry about 
at new BYOB Forever Thai. 

Extra-high ceilings, pale 
exposed brick and minimal- 
ist decor create an open, airy 
vibe in this casual 60 -seat 
corner spot. And if you’re 
vegetarian or vegan? This 
likely will be your new North 
Center go-to spot. Sure, meat- 
eaters can relish in traditional 
Thai dishes full of chicken, beef, 
shrimp or duck, but each rice 
and noodle entree begins with a 
strict vegetarian base that lacks 
the fish sauce commonly used by 
other Thai restaurants, manager 
Priscilla Hash says. 

Hash’s uncle Chuck Sungsrijan 
opened the restaurant in September, and 
the neighborhood has shown its support from 
the start. In return. Forever Thai remains flex- 
ible about customer requests. Recently the 


chef blended together two dishes when 
a customer requested a combination of tradi- 
tinal favorites cashew chicken ($8.99) 
and garlic chicken ($8.99). Want 
something unique without mix- 
ing entrees? Try the gang 
som (left), a Thai sour curry 
with cauliflower, green 
papaya and broccoli ($9.99- 
11.99, depending on choice 
of meat). With more than 
20 appetizers and more 
than 10 soups and salads 
on the extensive menu, even 
picky eaters can find something 
appealing. 

Your drinks: Plan ahead and 
swing by Que Syrah (3726 N. 
Southport Ave. 773-871-8888), a 
wine shop a mile east, where the 
owners are happy to suggest pair- 
ings for a range of dishes. 

To go with any of the vegetarian options at 
Forever Thai, snag a liter (about a bottle and a 
fourth) of Hugl Gruner Veltliner from Austria 
($13.95). Syrah manager Don Hupp says

the citrus-grapefruit aroma is one of the best 
matches for Thai. 

If you’re a carnivore jonesing for the 
roast duck with red curry ($10.99) made 
with coconut milk, pineapple, tomatoes, red 
bell peppers, chili and basil leaves, you’ll 
want to try the Gouguenheim Syrah ($12.95) 
from Mendoza, Argentina. Its deep-red fruit 


flavors and hint of black cracked pepper will 
complement the richness of both the sauce 
and duck without overpowering the heat of 
the dish. Forever Thai does not charge a cork- 
age fee.

Her aesthetic appears 
to be far more avant-garde than other contestants. 

Wu is in China visiting family, but when she returns, she’ll be living in New Tbrk. Via 
e-mail, Wu, who also has worked as a physical therapist, talked about her fashion training, 
her unconventional design process and her ties to the Midwest, China and NewTbrk. 


Do you always drape your garments on 
yourself as you design? 

Not always. I do sketch or play with plastic 
bags or tissue paper to experiment with the 
forms. But I feel more natural and direct 
and I have more ideas flow in me when I 
drape the fabrics on myself in front of a 
mirror. I want my entire body to interact 
with my ideas, and provide me with accu- 
rate feedback instantly 

How did you end up iiving in Chicago? 

I lived Champaign-Urbana for four years 
prior to moving to Chicago in 2004. At the 
time, it was purely because Chicago is the 
closest cosmopolitan city to Champaign- 
Urbana, where the majority of my close 
friends are. When I returned to the U.S. 


after my fashion studies in 2006, 1 pur- 
posely chose Chicago to set up my small 
business because of the people here. They 
are laid back and super-friendly I felt my 
business could develop better here during 
its infancy Sure enough, I was right. The 
Ping Wu brand was born and {grew] under 
the support of kind {Chicago-based con- 
sultants]. 

Now, it’s time for me to bring my busi- 
ness to a bigger stage to further its devel- 
opment while I still have the energy and 
ambition. That’s why I moved to NewTbrk 
City a few months ago. As {designer} Tbhji 
Tamamoto said, “I’m walking back to the 
future facing where I came from.” 

What do you feel you learned from being on 


“Project Runway**? 

No matter what social roles you choose to 
play in society— designers, stylists, models, 
therapist, teachers etc. — they’re just the 
hats we put on our heads. Underneath, you 
have to be a decent human being first and 
foremost. Then love and beauty will show 
through your work in a powerful and genu- 
ine way 

Did you become friends with any of the 
other designers? 

Oh for sure! I believe unique experiences 
bond people together, especially those that 
we can’t easily explain to others. 

What was your favorite “Project Runway** 
memory? 

I deeply cherish every second of the time I
